As you know, one of the most important matters being 
considered by this Commission is the extent to which various f \ 
federal law enforcement agencies Knew of the activities of 
Lee Harvey Oswald before the assassination of President Kennedy* . * 
In the course of its inquiry in this regard, the Commission has 
obtained from each of the agencies concerned a great deal of 
information* 

The FBI has been most cooperative in furnishing ita 
formal reports on Oswald, and in responding by letter or 
memorandum to certain questions that have arisen from time 
to time* The Cormi6sion has a number of specific question* 
regarding these FBI materials^ for convenience, the questions art 
set forth in an attachment to this letter. Although sc<ce of the 
questions are, in form, susceptible of a simple affirmative or 
negative response, the Coranission would appreciate instead a 
reasoned response to each question, in reasonable detail, anA 
with such substantiating materials as seem appropriate. 

On behalf of the Commission I wish to thank you and your 
representatives for your continued assistance to the work of the 
Cocmlasion.
